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Church and Harbour, St. Ives. A gvery noticeable 
feature of St. Ives are the glorious sunsets to be seen here, 
and the charming effects they produce on the waters of 
the bay and harbour, the rich colourings of the boats’ sails 
and the old houses greatly enhancing the effect. The 
Parish Church, shown in the picture, is an interesting 
building, in the Perpendicular style, dating from 1411-26. 
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
